Nineteen hundred and thirty has only brought out more 
clearly than ever the need of increased ward accommoda¬ 
tions, which with the promised co-operation of the present 
City Government the trustees feel will soon be a reality. 
Legislation will be introduced in 1981 which will formally 
recognize the responsibility of the city to maintain the hos¬ 
pital and clear up for all time the exact status of the hospital 
here and the scope of the authority of the Trustees. A bond 
issue of about one hundred thousand dollars will be asked 
for to renovate the present buildings and equipment, re¬ 
move the heating and laundry plants into a new building to 
be erected for them and raise the roof over the wards so as 
to duplicate in a second story the floor space now used for 
the ward. The final fruition of the legislation and the changes 
in the hospital plant long needed will release the energies 
of the trustees from the more material phases of their 
work and inevitably direct those energies toward a closer 
co-operation with the Superintendent in his constant efforts 
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to place all hospital activities here on a par with any institu¬ 
tion of its size anywhere. 

In short, the Trustees now see the coming of a day when 
for the first time in years they will not be almost entirely 
money-conscious but aware rather of the fact that there 
is something more to running an hospital than finding 
money for it.

The annual report of the School of Nursing for the year 
ending December 1930 is herewith submitted. 

There are thirty-six students in the school. Seven stu¬ 
dents have completed their course during the year. Classes 
were admitted in February and September. 
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The affiliations are as follows: Massachusetts Homeo¬ 
pathic Hospital, Boston, Mass. Contagious Diseases — 
three months. Essex County Sanitorium, Middleton, Mass. 
Dietotherapy — two months. Medical diseases — three 
months. 

As in previous years the students have enjoyed several 
social affairs at the Nurses’ Home. 

Graduation exercises were held at the High School Audi¬ 
torium on May 21st, at eight o’clock. A reception followed. 

We wish again this year to thank the President and 
Board of Trustees for their kind co-operation and to express 
our appreciation to the staff of physicians and surgeons who 
have so generously given our nurses valuable instruction and 
cared for them during illness.

Josiah B. Thomas Hospital 
School of Nursing 


The J. B. Thomas Hospital School of Nursing offers a 
three year course to women who desire to become pro¬ 
fessional nurses. 

A comfortable home is located in the hospital grounds 
and contains lecture rooms and diet kitchen suitably equip¬ 
ped for the instruction of nurses. 

Government—The School is under the same management 
as the Hospital. The officers of the School proper are the 
Superintendent of Nurses and Assistant Superintendent of 
Nurses. 

The Superintendent of Nurses has the authority to make 
all appointments of candidates for the School and to de¬ 
termine the qualifications of preliminary students for the 
work of the full course. She reserves the right, with the 
approval of the Superintendent, to sever the connections of 
a student with the School for any reason which the Hospital 
may decide sufficient. 

Requirements for Admission—Students are admitted to 
the School in September and February. When possible ap¬ 
plication must be made in pei*son to the Superintendent of 
Nurses. If this is impracticable, a written application may 
be submitted. 

Candidates should be between the ages of eighteen and 
thirty-five. A high school education is required. 
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Graduation — Formal exercises are held each year. Stu¬ 
dents who have satisfactorily completed the training and 
proven themselves thoroughly qualified receive the diploma 
of the School, making them eligible for examination for the 
degrees of Registered Nurse. 

Equipment for Admission — The following articles must 
be brought when the pupils enter the School:—

Rubbers and umbrella.

Students should come financially prepared to meet ex¬ 
penditures for the preliminary period. 

Hours of Duty—Students are on duty fifty-four hours 
weekly. They are off one afternoon each week and four 
hours on Sundays and Holidays. These hours, however, are 
subject to requirements of the hospital work. 

Vacation and Leave of Absence—A vacation of two 
weeks is allowed each year. Under ordinary circumstances 
illness of relatives or other household emergencies will not 
constitute a valid reason for absence from the School. If, 
however, exceptional conditions make it necessaiy for a 
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pupil nurse to return home, the Superintendent of Nurses, 
with the approval of the Superintendent, may at her dis¬ 
cretion grant permission for leave of absence, but any time 
so lost must be made up before a nurse receives her diploma. 

Illness—When ill, the pupils are taken care of gratu¬ 
itously by the Hospital for a reasonable length of time, but 
time so lost must be made up at the end of the course. If 
special nurses or other unusual expense is deemed necessary 
this expense will have to be met by the students or their 
families. 

Allowances and Expenses—Pupils receive board, room 
and laundry. After completion of the preliminary period 
an allowance of $12.00 a month is given during the remaind¬ 
er of the course. The expenses of books, uniforms, etc. are 
covered by this amount. 

Alumnae—All graduates are expected to become mem¬ 
bers of the Alumnae Association. Meetings are held in the 
Nurses* Home once each month. 

All active members automatically become members of 
the County, State and National Association.
